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EDITORIAL THOUGHTS 
They Did It! 


Like Shaw’s Pygmalion, Prof. Henry Higgins, we enthuse 
and say with wonderment. They did it. By Jove, they really 
did it! 

How else can we react to a Town Meeting populated by 
voters who, after years of backing and filling, respond to 
logic with logic and agree to tackle a fair share of the 
town’s problems without further procrastination? 

Our amazement is not that the town voted for so much, 
but that it moved with such deliberateness. 

To us the meager turnout at the annual election could 
mean only one thing: there were no major dissatisfactions, 
no major issues, This, coupled with early predictions that 
Town Meeting would be poorly attended seemed to portend 
a positive rather than a negative attitude toward the 
warrant, 

What is surprising is that after 15 years or so of cry 
and hue over a Town Hall a new one was voted without 
an emotional floor fight. Surprising, and commendable too, 
was the fact that the discussion on the West Andover fire 
station did not degenerate into a repeat of the sort of 
bitter harangue that preceeded the election. 

Why? There were differences of opinion expressed, both 
from the floor and in the votes on principle articles, — 
Only a handful separated the yeas from the naes in the 
two-thirds decision on the town house, 

The reason should be obvious. The secret ingredient, 
the emolient, was leadership. 

The Board of Selectmen this year had some positive 
and authoritative majority points of view, well aired in 
advance of Town Meeting. The Finance Committee stood 
as one in its support of the budget, making only minor 
adjustments in the original submitted by the manager, 
Virtually everything that was or could become controver- 
sial was hashed over in public meetings and press inter- 
views as the warrant was drawn, leaving voters with little 
right to claim ignorance of the pros and cons. 

And at Town Meeting itself the arguments, particularly 
for capital expenditures items, were presented lucidly and 
in some cases eloquently. 

Eliminated was the sort of confusion that has occurred 
in years when town officials withheld guidance altogether, 
or offered it belatedly or vacillated in the face of public 
uncertainty. 

To the manager goes credit for the fact that municipal 
officials knew what they needed to know to take a stand 
and that clear cut and forceful opinions were offered from 
the platform Saturday in response to voter queries. The 
citizens reacted with a decisiveness that indicates they 
do not consider endless haggling a necessary Town 
Meeting tradition. 

Too few Andover voters attended the annual meeting. 
This was the major disappointment of the day. But we can 
question those who challenge the validity of the meeting’s 
action on the grounds that those there did not represent a 
“‘decent cross-cut’’, Certainly they did not represent a 
sufficiently broad cross-cut. But Town Meeting rarely 
pulls many in excess of 1,000, still a pitiful minority. 

The 1965 warrant was not one that drew herds of once- 
a-year citizens. It was not a meeting dominated by people 
with an axe to grind (larger ones sometimes are), and for 
this reason we feel its judgments came from a minonity 
more nearly representative of the majority than is usual, 

If we could preserve in the future the generally dis- 
passionate mood of this Town Meeting and at the same 
time broaden the base of response, we could approach a 
democracy of rare quality.

Down the Years 
with

75 Years Ago — March, 1890 

The firm of Bodwell & Veazey, 
which did the brick work on several 
new buildings in town, has been 
dissolved, Mr, Veazey has gone to 
Tennessee, where he will continue 
in his business in the new city 
which is just now ‘‘booming’’ there.
